a question. It is urged that although the 
objects of the bill are commendable 
enough, the conditions of life in certain 
districts of London render it necessary to 
keep open shops until a late hour. It is 
also contended thai the shortening of 
hours if enforced, will lead to a decrease 
of wages, which is not unlikely, in the 
present over-crowded state of the labor 
market. To meet the convenience of the 
public it is proposed by some to make ex- 
ceptions in the eases of news vendors find 
tobacconists, but the general trailers are 
opposed to this, for they contend that if 
they are compelled to close while shopkeeper 
in question can remain open, the latter 
will gradually introduce the Boles of other 
articles. The subject is certainly beset 
with difficulties, but the testimony of med- 
ical men is conclusive that the present 
long hours worked in metropolitan places 
of business are ruinous, physically, and 
fraught with all manner of ovils, socially 
and morally. 

There is, after all, no cause for wonder 
that the Portuguese authorities should 
have enemies in the regions lying between 
Atigoche and Mozambique. But those 
enemies of theirs are the enemies of man- 
kind —the dealers in human flesh and 
blood. There has just been published 
an account showing that in the course of 
seven years, the annual

At 
present it runs: "This monument, erected 
by comrades, relatives and friends, is viving man deel 
sacred to the memory of all those who, y t he assassins 
belonging to tho besieged garrisons in the 
Transvaal, lost their lives whilst lighting 
for Queen and country during the heroic 
defence of that province against, the 
Boers, from the Kith December, 1880, to 
2nd April, 1K81." Words to something 
like this effect should be added: "Which 
defence was rendered unavailing, since 
the British government (W. E, Glad- 
stone, premier), surrendered to the Boers, 
after a defeat of British troops, all thai 
had been refused to them before." 



is a reliable man ami from his knowledge 
of affairs anil facts the Eagle has not been 
seen since the 10th, while other vessels of 
the fleet, have been seen every few days. 
It is universally believed that the vessel, 
with 2110 souls on board, was driven on 
the terrible reefs so numerous inside 
Funks island; that the sea broke her up 
and that she probably sank immediately 
with her fifty seamen on deck and 210 
snuhi below. The sea that, swept the coast 
that night was (he worst ever witnessed 
by old sailors on other vessels. No ship 
once getting in those terrible breakers 
could possibly escape. Capt. Jackmau, 
commander of the ill fated vessel, was 
considered to be the bravest skipper New- 
foundland ever produced. He was called 
"King of the sealing fleet" until 1885, 
when for the first time in his experience 
bo failed to secure any seals. Last, year 
bad luck again overtook him and ho lost 
the) steamer "Resolute" near the same 
fatal island, but his crow escaped. Late 
the same year he took command of the 
Eagle and w ithin a few weeks she broke 
her shaft. She was refitted and a month 
aifo started with t he rest, of the fleet on 
what is now felt to be her last voyage. The 
majority are married men and residents of 
this city and vicinity, and all in the prime 
of life. The city is in mourning to-day. 
This is the greatest calamity and most 
frightful loss in the history of this unfor- 
tunate colony.

In breadth and interest, of subject there 
is only one work of man's genius e jual 
to Handel's oratorio, "The Messiah." 
This is Milton's poom, "Paradise Lost," 
and to the great poetical work of Milton, 
Handel's great musical work is fairly a 
parallel. The redemption of the human 
race is its subject; tile Redeemer Him- 
self its hero. Speaking generally, the 
listener to the Messiah may take as his 
guide to the significance of the music tho 
signification of the words; the music is 
throughout,, and with no exception, word 
painting. Not, except rarely, a painting 
of single words or small phrases treated 
apart from their context, but a laying on 
of vivid and truthful musical color to the 
sentences so admirably compiled for il- 
lustration; consequently, the first and 
pervading rule in listening to a per- 
formance of the Messiah is to grasp the 
meaning of the words, and we purpose 
now only drawing attention to two 
or three of the most, prominent chor- 
uses. Olio of the enjoyments in hearing 
an Oratorio is the first entry of t he chorus. 
The first burst of a mass of voices lias an 
effect which can only bo realized once in 
the same evening. Here it is employed to 
bring before t he hearer the joyous pro- 
phesy, "And the glory of the Lord shall 
be revealed." Alto voices announce the 
theme; these are followed at once by the 
whole body of singers. The "subject'' 
first, heard from the altos being now as- 
signed lo the bassos, when tho tenor 
voices have extended the phrase to the 
words "Shall be revealed.'' The first 
theme of the chorus is before the hearer. 
This chorus consists of three sentences, 
and each sentence has its own appropriate 
treatment. First comes the bright, buoy- 
ant "And the glory, the glory of the Lord 
shall be revealed," propounded and re- 
peated us just noticed. Its first simple 
half is then interlaced with its more 
floriated second portion ("shall bo re- 
vealed"), and the voices are brought to a 
period ; then follows that grand monotonic 
passage in firm asseverating notes, each a 
bar long, "For the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken it," and after this third 
sentence the other two sentences como 
back and play round it the joyous, "And ' 
the Glory of the Lord," "And all tiesh 
shall see it" interweave themselves with 
the aforementioned massive monotonic 
passage, and the choral clfect is raised to 
a climax and eflectivcly ends. The second 
great chorus is the " For unto us a child 
is born;" a few light sentences for the 
trebles open tho musical dialogue. These 
tho tenors repeat, the trebles adding 
floriated variations; the altos then enter, 
then the bassos, but instead of proceeding 
to a climax, the voices gradually drop 
away, leaving the field clear for a second 
"theme," which the tenors propound in 
martial rhyme, " And the government 
shall be upon His shoulder." While this 
is being echoed by other parts, suddenly 
there rises a sort of storm in the band 
parts. Tho voice parts hitherto moving 
separately, gather together in a mass, and 
marching as one, proclaim the de- 
cree, " And His name shall bo 
called wonderful — Counsellor -The Al- 
mighty God, The Everlasting Fa- 
ther;" and lastly, in a reposeful cadence 
w henever it comes, "The Prince of Peace."

We have to congratulate the country 
upon tho formation of ;i ministry which 
will Commend itself to the entire elector- 
ate. Tho new premier of tho province, 
tho Hun. A. E. I!. Davie, has Keen in the 
public gaze for many years and as attor- 
ney-general proved his capacity ill the 
highest degree for tile duties of that office.

The mem- 
ber for Yale, Forbes G. Vernon, has been 
appointed to the Chief Connnissionership 
of Lands and Works, a position which he 
occupied with infinite credit under a pre- 
vious administration, lie will be obliged 
to go before his constituents for iu- 
election, but it is not improbable 
that he will be returned by ac- 
clamation. Any opposition that might 
be offered him would only bo 

factious. He is justly popular as 
well in the interior as in this city, and 
will carry with- him in his new duties the 
best wishes of a host, of friends. The pre- 
mier announced yesterday in his place in 
the house that the finance minister and 
president of the council would be appoint 
ed during the vacation and that both 
these gentlemen would represent Island 
constituencies. A judicious selection will 
no doubt be made, since there is good 
material to choose from and in any event 
the hands of t lie government will he ma- 
terially strengthened. The new ministry 
promises to be an exceedingly ible and 
powerful one, and by emulating the ex- 
ample of its predecessor in advancing 
the best interests of the province, will re- 
tain, as it now holds, the confidence of 
the great majority of the people ed British 
Columbia.- 



A NATIONAL LITERATURE. 

The discussion of the time-honoied 
question: Why has Canada no national 
literature i has ru-comnieuced. The an- 
swers to tho question have been as various 
as they are ingenious. line party of the 
disputants agrees in placing the responsi- 
bility for our alleged deficiencies upon the 
reading class. Iho other faction lays the 
blame upon our writers. Our people, the 
one says, are uiappreciative ; our authors, 
the other alleges, are provincial, in the 
sense of narrowness; and each opinion is 
urged with an earnestness not to say 
bitterness - which tho facts ill the case 
will scarcely warrant. In our view, the 
entire discussion proceeds upon a false 
assumption, which is, that the people of ii 
nation have it in their now er to say: <Jo to, 
lot us make a national literature, National 
literatures are not the outcome of instan- 
taneous creation, hut, of evolution. Some- 
what of value may he done in directing 
tendencies, but beyond this it is small aid 
that the critic and the reading public can 
render. A nation's literary life always 
waits upon inspiration and opportunity, 
audit, when worthy, is the outward ex- 
pression of traits and modes of thought 

which have boon for generations in the 
formative state. Given occasion, thoughts 
seek vent, and tho national liter- 
ature is an accomplished fact. 
Some critics insist upon measuring the 
literary progress of Canada by that of the 
United States; but in no sense are these 
parallel eases. In the great republic, at 
the dale of its literary renaissance, a lei- 
sure class capable of creative eflbrl had 
been formed, and this class had estab- 
lished its "capital;" the action of minds 
upon each other— guided, let if bo dis- 
tinotly undei stood, by a passion for force 
and originality, did the rest. The fond- 
iiiL; class grew and developed; the writing 
class strengthened; hut- in hot h in.st.inces 
the growth - was gradual and therefore 
healthful, American literature has de- 
generated because - acting upon I he very 
same rule which some of our Canadian 
critics seek to lay down its representa- 
tives have fallen into the error of catering 
to public taste rather than doing tlloirbost 
and truest work without thought of re- 
sults. After all is said and done, how- 
ever, the fact remains that there can he 
no national literature without a national 
life. No OOiotWU people have ever ue- 
coiuplished anything of considerable value 
in this direction —dependence is not fav- 
orable to creative effort. Previous to the 
revolution, the literature of the United 
States wns comprised in the Buy Psalm 
book and a few pamphlet sermons. Why 
sh nld Canada, laboring under all unfav- 
orable conditions, bo expected to put forth 
more creditable efforts than our neighbor 



FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

The disturbed condition of Europe at- 
tracts more attention in England than 
parliamentary procedure or homo rule, 
than the re-union of tho liberal 
party or the celebration of tho Queen's 
jubilee. Whether men are immersed 
in business or politics they nro all in- 
fluenced by the gloomy and uncertain 
outlook of public atl'airs. If war should 
take place between two of the great 
(lowers it will upset all existing combina- 
tions and disarrange the most accurately 
drawn forecasts, There is not a family 
in Europe, whether high or humble, that 
will not feel the effect of such a conflict. 
Amongst public men, every serious con- 
versation cither begins or ends with an 
inquiry as to whether pence is or is not to 
be broken, This distrust and perplexity, 
which assumed a threat cuing form last 
autumn, hang like a cloud over commerce 
and disturb all speculation. It is not 
easy to get. at the immediate cause of the 
perturbation, There are permanent 
causes that all men know of — racial rival- 
ries and conflicting interests. These al- 
ways operate. The puzzle is why these 
interests should at this time have become 
so menacing. The source of peril, as has 
always been contended, is to be sought 
for iii tho East. The reallydiaturbing in- 
tlui'nee is Russia, and not France or (ier- 
many. Her movements are mysterious 
and her policy two-faced. M. do Oiers 
speakB fair and no doubt means fair 
enough. Ho is a Russian, hula reason- 
able and a liberal one. He has had very 
varied diplomatic experience, having re- 
presented his court at every capital, from 
borne to Teheran. There is HO man 
better versed in the wiles of Eastern 
politics than he is. He thinks, and those 
of the emperor's counsellors who arc in 
sympathy with him think also, that a war 
For Russia might bring tlieni territory, 
but it would certainly bring them debt, 
disaster, and possibly bankruptcy. M. do 
Giers' advice to tho czar has been, is, and 
will continue to bo pacific. Unfortu- 
nately, however, there is a potent person- 
age behind the foreign minister. M, Kat- 
koff is the private adviser of the czar, and 
he is a very different individual from M 
DoGiers, He dislikes Germany, despises 
Austria, and has a feeling akin to con- 
tempt towards England. He is in favor 
id' any measure that would further the 
extension of Russian influence and dom- 
inion at the expense of England, Ger- 
many, or Austria. Katkolf is the only 
man in Russia who is allowed to write ex- 
actly what he pleases. Anyone desirous 
of knowing the inner mind of the Russian 
court can host glean it from a perusal of 
his newspaper, the Moscow (Jazttte. Rus- 
sia has organs in other parts of Europe. 
Ever since the Crimean war she has own- 
ed tho Nortl of Brussels; and she has very 
recently got control overthe Politiwl Cor- 
respondence, of Vienna, These journals 
and others are, if not subsidized, at least 
written in the interest of Russia, give ex- 
pression to KatkofFs opinions, but modify 
them to suit the political temperament of 
the people amongst whom they are pub- 
lished. In Britain newspapers are as in- 
dependent as the ministers are. But in 
Russia it is different. In England the 
national policy is debated by responsible 
men iu parliament. In Russia there is no 
such outlet for opinion, and the ministers 
avail themselves of the subsidized and 
semi-subsidized papers for expounding 
their views. 

Tub quarrel between Armour & Co. , 
the great Chicago pork packers, and the 
American Cottonseed < >il Trust 1ms verified 
an old and well-known proverb. It is now 
known to the public that American lard is 
largely adulterated with cottonseed oil. 
Armour & Co. use one-lifth of the total 
cottonseed oil product of the United 

States, which is from 3,500,000 to 4,000, 
ill H) gallons. This immense quantity of 
cottonseed oil is sold to tho public as lard. 
American lard, therefore, is not lard at 
all, hut a substance tliat may he called 
"lardine." li is by the law of Illinois 
forbidden "to mix, color, stain or powder 
any food with any material, whether in- 
jurious or not, unless the same be manu- 
factured, used or sold, or offered for sale 
under its true and appropriate name, and 
notice that the same is mixed or impure is 
marked, printed or stamped in i every 
parcel containing the same, or r ess the 
true nature and name of the article bo 
given the buyer at the tunc of sale." Of 
course, Armour A: Co. and other Ameri- 
can packers do not comply with the re- 
quirements of the law, but put their 
adulterated article on the market as gen- 
uine and "refined." Tho law of the state 
of Illinois on the subject should he en 
farced, but it is not likely tobe. How 
ever, if the public, after this, go on con- 
suming the Chicago cottonseed mixture as 
lard ii is their own fault. Consumers 
know now wdiat it really is. 

A.v immense tower of iron is soon tobe 
erected on the Champ do Mars, Paris. It 
is to he the tallest structure in the world, 
overtopping the loftiest buildings in the 
city. It is to bo higher than St. Peter's 
at Rome, higher than the Great Pyramid, 
higher than the Cologne cathedral, higher 
than the Washington monument. The 
height of the highest of these, the last 
mentioned, is 555 feet; hut the Paristower 
is to bo 1C00 feet high. It is to he con- 
structed by M. Eiffel simply for show 
purposes. Artists and men of taste have 
protested ill language which is both pio- 
turesque and vigorous, against permitting 
the. "hideous thing" to deform Paris, but 
they have the mortification to learn that 
their protest comes too late. Tho building 
yard in which the material is being pre- 
pared for the modern Tower of Babel has 
boon opened a month.

# ONTARIO. 

It Imb boon decided that at the close of 
tho approaching session of Parliament Sir 
Clias. Tuppor, Finance Minister, nhall 
re-assume the duties of High Coin miss ion- 
er for Canada in England. 

Tho Presbyterian homo mission eom- 
mittep of tho western section commenced 
its half-^oarly mooting on Wednesday. 
Tho appointments to the mission fields for 
the summer months will bo made, ami the 
Btaff in Manitoba and British Columbia 
inoroasod. 

At tho Hamilton assizes Hamilton 
Scott, convicted of forgory, was brought 
up for sentence. .Judge Robs said had the 
prisoner committed the crime when he 
was sober ho would have given him a lifo 
sentence, but as ho bad committed tho 
crimo when intoxicated and had been en- 
couraged to drink he would, on Scott's 
signing the pledge, liberate him to appear 
for sentence when called upon. 

Edward Tiernay, a young man who 
lived near Trenton, shot himself fatally 
with a shotgun. Dissipation is supposed 
to have been the cause. 

Old Joe Mushy, who some years ago 
was one of the best, known characters in 
Hamilton, was run o\ 31* and killed by a 
freight train on tl|e Toronto Esplanade on 
Wednesday night. In his early life be 
traveled with the original Georgia min- 
strels, and was a famous banjo player and 
singer. When he gave up the minstrel 
business he started a harbor shop in 

* Hamilton, and for a number of years car- 
ried on a successful business. Ho removed 
to Toronto some years ago. 

David Haun, resident of Bertie, was 
run over and killed by t he Grand Trunk 
train near Stevensvillo. Whisky was the 
cause. 

The Conservatives of East Bruce have 
nominated Henry Cargill for the Com- 
mons. 

Tho tailoreasos and seamstresses of 
Toronto met and after considerable dis- 
cussion decided to support the journey- 
men tnilbrs in their strike for highor 
wages, They will therefore (juit work. 
They have also decided to ji in the 
Knights of Labor so as to aid them in 
procuring an increase in their own wages. 

Thos. Muoro of Hibbert, was killed 
while loading lumber by a log rolling on 
him. This is the third or fourth brother 
who has been killed in a similar manner. 

Tho executive committee of the Toronto 
blanch of the Irish National League 
cabled Wm. O'Brien. M. P., editor of 
United Ireland, that Lord Lansdowne 
denied his statements regarding the evic- 
tion on Lansdowne estate's in Ireland and 
urging him to come to Canada. They en- 
gaged to make arrangements with cities in 
Canada for his reception.

THE OLD WOMEN 



Have Got to Go Premier Dlair Will Abolish 
New Brunswick's. Legislative Council. 

St John, N. I!., March 30.— Premier 
Blair has responded to the snub which his 
proposition for a conference received from 
the Legislative council by introducing a 
bill for abolition pure and simple. The 
bill as presented was drawn up hastily, so 
Mr. Blair explained, and it is proposed to 
adil a clause providing fur compensation 
to those councillors who were appointed 
previous to July I, 18117. To those it was 
proposed to allow ?200 a year, the pre- 
sent indemnity being $5300. Mr. Blair 
explains this discrimination by Baying that 
the old councillors timk their Boats under 
tho impression that they would hold their 
places for life, whereas those appointed 
since the union knew that the 
question of abolition was before the people 
as an open question. The premier spoke 
with strong feeling against the action of 
the council in refusing the courtesy of a 

» conference, and unsparingly denounced 
former supporters of his ow n, appointed 
to the upper chamber by himself, who 
Toted with the majority. He declared 
that these men, before their appointment, 
when in the popular branch were strongly 
in favor of abolition, and asserted that 

' they would never have had their appoint- 
ment had it been known that they were 
ready to renounce their opinions. The 
bill provides that the abolition will take 
pPace in 1890. 

TUB HILL PASSED IiY Ty B HOUSE. 

The measure passed the house unani- 
mously with an amendment increasing the 
compensation to $300 a year for life. Dr. 
Atkinson, the young member who previ- 
ously called the council a political dead 
house, made a speech in which ho said tin 
council would compare with the English 
house of lords about as African bushmon 
with enlightened Anglo-Saxons. Mr. 
Stockton, the representative of St. John, 
thought t he government had power to dis- 
miss any councillor by the same right as 
they had the powerto appoint, and t hreat- 
ened that if the council persisted this meth- 
od, would bo adopted, or else that a large 
number of new councillors opposed to 
abolition would be appointed and pack the 
chamber. Ex-Promior ttanington, leader 
of tho opposition, supported the govern- 
ment bill. 

TIIH RECALCITRANT COUNCILLORS BXI'LAIN, 

The councillors whom Mr. Blair de- 
nounced are Messrs. White and Barbaric. 
Those gentlemen say that they gave no 
pledges to Mr. Blair previous to their ap- 
pointment. They were appointed at a 
time when voles were needed in the up- 
per chamber for another purpose. The 
council being opposed to a certain govern- 
ment bill, it was found necessary to make 
the appointments in older to give 
the government a majority. In the 
hurry of the moment Mr. Blair asked no 
questions further than those connected 
with the peculiar piece of legislation then 
before tho house. 

PROSPECTS OF Tilt; BILL IN THE COUNCIL. 

I'orhaps if compensation were allowed 
to all the council might pass the bill, 
though a strong minority would conscien- 
tiously oppose if still. Tho com- 
pensation clauses only applying to 
nitiMimriww liefum tho union will

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Meeting of the General Committee to Arrange 
Ways anil Moivns-Ovor $5,000 Sub- 
scribed ut the Meeting. 

In compliance with notices issued by 
Mr. W. Chudloy, secretary, a mooting of" 
the general committee recently appointed 
to forward the' project of a jubilee hos- 
pital for Victoria, was held in tho hoard 
of trade room yesterday morning. bout 
twenty-live members were in attendance. 

The meeting was called to order by tho 
chairman, Mr. Alex. McLean. Tho secre- 
tary read the minutes, which included an 
account of thu visit paid by a spocial enm- 
mittoo to the government. Thoy had been 
generously received, and in tho supple- 
mentary estimates an item had boon pass- 
ed granting tho sum of £20,000, providod 
a like sum was raised by tho public; or if 
such a sum was not raised then tho gov- 
ernment would grunt an equal sum with 
the lesser amount. 

Tho minutes wore adopted as road. 

Tho chairman then called on Mayor 
Fell to give the result of tho committee 
appointed to visit what they regarded as 
suitable sites for tho now hospital. 

Mayor Fell, oil behalf of the Committee, 
said they had visit ed several sites, but in 
the general opinion of tho commitee none 
were eligible. Thoy also visited Victoria 
West, and a good site could ho secured 
thore, if the Puget Sound Co. would open 
their hearts and donate it. It was tho 
general opinion of the committee that tho 
present site was as good as could be pro- 
cured. Another location on Spring Ridge 
was visited, a little further from the old 
site, but the four and a half acres would 
•ost $4,000. Tho old site included live 
and a half acres. He was sorry that thu 
trees on Spring Ridge were being con 
stantly removed, and ho thought it would 
be a wise act on thu part of the council to 
purchase sufficient lain! on tho crest of the 
liill for a park in that part of the city. 

The chairman referred to a former re- 
port, in which at a previous period a com- 
mittee hud stated that no more suitable 
site than that now 00'jupied by the Royal 
Hospital could be secured. 

Mayor Fell moved that tho hospital 
site ho selected on the land at present oc- 
cupied by the old buildings. 

Mr. Dalby said that residents of Pan- 
dora street were opposed to the now hos- 
pital being placed on tho present site. 

Dr. Davie thought tho present hospital 
site was ineligible, It was not favorable 
for sanitary purposes, No good appear- 
ance could be made with a hospital built 
in u ravine. It was infinitely bettur to 
pay a thousand dollars an acre for a good 
site, and tho old situ could hu sold for a 
greater sum, nearly $10,000, What was 
required was a location that would com- 
mand a lino view and never ho in danger 
of being walled around by houses. 

Mayor Fell contended that tho present 
hospital site was a good one. However, 
hu would let his motion stand for the 
present. 

WAYS AND MEANS. 

Hon. Jos. Trutch thought thu best 
thing to do first was to pass 
round the subscription paper and 
seo what amount Could ho procured 
from the gentlemen present. Tho hospital 
was to be erected in honor of tho Queen's 
Jubilee, and there could bo no hotter way 
of showing their loyalty to tho Queen 
than by liberally contributing toward it. 
The contributions received here would 
in a great measure locate tho subsequent 
sums that they would receive from tho 
public. 

Mr. Justice Crease thought they should 
subscribe liberally. A rival town had 
signified its willingness to subscribe the 
full amount at once, and it was a vital 
necessity that they should strike while the 
iron was hot, and socuru thu $20,000 at 
the earliest moment. 

The secretary here brought the quest ion 
before the meeting that the ministers of 
the city had requested thut they bo allow- 
ed to co-operate with the committee. 

tin motion of Mayor Fell, seconded by 
Mr. Justice Crease, the secretary was in- 
s ructed to request the ministers to set 
apart 19tll June for hospital Sunday, and 
thus secure a good means of raising funds 
for hospital work. 

A letter was read from tho Oddfellow's 
society, stating that they Would hold a 
picnic sometime in May, the proceeds of 
which they proposed donating to the jubi- 
lee hospital fund. 

Their generous proposal wag unani- 
mously accept ed. 

()n motion of Mr. Alex. Wilson, the 
city was ordered to be divided into dis- 
tricts and a committee of twenty-six was 
appointed to thoroughly canvass tho city 
for subscriptions. 

A subscription list was passed around 
among those present and about $5000 was 
subscribed as a start. 

• »n motion subscription lists were or- 
dered to be circulated through the prov- 
ince in order t o allow interior residents to 
assist in raising the funds. 

The names of Messrs. R. Galbraith, T. 
Tye ami Chas. Hnyward were added to 
the general committee and tho meeting 
adjourned.

THE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceedings of tho First Session of the Fifth 
Parliament. 

Friday, April 1st. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2 p. m. 

Hon. Mr. Davio stated ho had boon en- 
trusted by the lieutenant-govornor with tho 
duty of forming a ministry. It was usual 
for a minister when thus called upon dur- 
ing the progress of a session to ask, and 
for the house' to grant, an adjournment 
siilliciontly long to admit of the selection 
of thu ministers and their going before 
the country for re-election. In tho pres- 
ent instance the necessity for such a course 
had been avoided and ho hoped members 
of tho opposition would recollect this and 
expedite tho remaining business of tho 
house. Thu cabinet was as follows: Mr. 
Robson retained his present positions, Mr. 
Yornou had been appointed chief com- 
missioner of lands and works, and ho 
(Mr. Davio) would retain his oflico of at_ 
torney-generdl. This cabinet had boon 
submitted to his honor who had approved 
of it. The honorable gentleman further 
stated it was tho intention of the govern- 
ment in the future, probably not a long 
time after tho prorogation, to till tho 
fourth portfolio, and to have a president 
of the council. Members' from Island 
constituencies would be selected for these. 
Ho hoped the ministry which had been 
formed would be satisfactory to the house. 

Mr. Heaven said the proposition was an 
extraordinary one. Under the present 
composition of the cabinet the island con- 
stituencies were unrepresented, and con- 
sequently before proceeding with tho 
the transaction of business, the fourth 
minister should ho appointed. If tho 
premier required time for the formation of 
a ministry he was, of course, entitled to 
that consideration. There was no desire 
to annoy the government, and they would 
be given time to complete their cabinet. 
His own government had carried on tho 
business of tho country with three minis- 
ters, but thoy had gone to the country 
with that policy ami, consequently, wore 
quite justified in such a course. On tho 
the contrary, the expressed intention of 
the present government is to have a 
cabinet of livu while they are only pre- 
pared to make known to the house tho 
names "f three. He claimed that it was 
not constitutional for the house to pro- 
ceed with any but ordinary business. 

Mr. Semliu agreed with what the leader 
of tho opposition had said. There was 
no lack of material among the government 
supporters to till tho vacant position. 
The cabinet should be completed before 
the house went oil with business. 

Mr. T. Davie said it was very undesir- 
able that a third seat should bo made 
vacant during the present session. He 
thought the course of the government was 
the best which could be adopted under 
tho circumstances and that thoy 
had acted wisely in their effort to get 
through with the business of the present 
session without weakening further repre- 
sentation ill the house. The vacancy in the 
cabhxot had been tilled which was all that 
was now necessary. 

Mr. Grant said it was nonsense for tho 
government to coma down to the house 
and say that they are not ready to com- 
plete their organization, seeing that they 
have sufficient strength in tho house to do 
bo. If they could not carry on thu busi- 
ness of the country with a majority of 
fifteen to eight they had not much confi- 
dence in their supporters. 

Mr. Turner said the opposition wore 
singularly inconsistent in thuir anxiety 
now at the end of the session, for the 
fourth minister. They had not mani- 
fested a very great deil of favor for the 
government during the session, neither 
had they shown a desire for more than 
three ministers. As the member for 
Victoria had pointed out, it was in the 
interests of the country that the house 
should go on and finish the business of 
the session without rendering any more 
than two seats vacant. 

Air. Heaven said an interregnum had 
occurred by the death of the late premier, 
and it was not competent for the house to 
proceed with the transaction of any but 
ordinary business till the cabinet was 
Completed. Tho facts of the case were, 
the leader of the government had declared 
that his ministry was to be composed of 
live members of whom he had only named 
three. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the honorable 
thu attorney-general had been charged 
with the duty of forming a ministry. In 
doing this, it was not, in the nature of 
things that he should bo expected to 
please the opposition. He was surprised 
to find the leader of the opposition pro- 
pounding the theory that tho government, 
composed of only three ministers, was 
not constitutional. If that was correct, 
it followed that the former government 
of which he (the leader of the opposition) 
was a member for many years was also 
unconstitutional (Cheers.) Ho (Mr. Rob- 
son) contended that it wax perfectly com- 
petent and const : u.ioii il proceed with 
the business of the eo iucry wit h three 
ministers, and the 1 ons assigned for 
this course by the honorable ;he junior 
member for Victoria city were very satis- 
factory. 

Mr. Duusinuir said in 1H72, when the 
Hon. Mr. Walkein was appointed to a 
judgeship, the present leader of the oppo- 
sition, as premier, had met the house with 
only two members. It might be said that 
thore wore three members in that gov- 
ernment, counting in Mr. Hett as attor- 
ney-general. But as a matter of fact Mr, 
Hett did not constitutionally hold a seat 
in the government, and therefore it was 
virtually composed of two members only. 
Through an unfortunate circumstance u 
precisely similar case had been created on 
this occasion and, without desiring to Bay 
anything unkind of the leader of the op- 
position, he was surprised at the position 
he was now taking. He did nOu consider 
it affected the interests of the province in 
general whether the members of tho cab- 
inet represented the island or mainland. 
His experience was that cabinet, ministers 
from tho mainland were as anxious to do 
justice to the. island as if thuy ropro 
sentodifr, (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Beavon said government members 
wore continually bringing up something 
which had occurred in the past, as if that 
wore any argument, 

Mr. Bole said tho actions of previous 
governments could only ho quoted as a 
precodent ill so far as they were right. 
When Mr. Beavon mot the house in 1872, 
if ho remembered aright, his policy was 
to have three ministers, and hu virtually 
had three at that time. The personal 
question should bo left Out of considera- 
tion, lt was merely the policy of thu 
government, that the opposition attacked. 
Their course was declared by the leader 
of the opposition, who was admitted to 
be tho best parliamentary authority in 
tho house, to bo unconstitutional, 
and what he said should have considerable 
weight with the house. Tho leader of thu 
government should state now who his 
other t wo colleagues uru to ho before tho 
house proceeds to business. 

The premier said hu had no expectation 
that his announcement would meet with 
tho approval of tho opposition, but ho had 
followed what ho considered good preced- 
ents. If it had boon constitutional for 
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now, and the cabinet was not less com- 
plete because it was to bo increased. He 
moved that the house proceed to the 
orders of tho day. 

Mr. Orr explained how the fourth port- 
folio had originated under the Elliott gov- 
ernment. As matters were constituted at 
present he did not consider there was any 
government. (Derisive laughter.) 

Mr. Benven speaking to the motion 
that the house proceed to the orders of 
the day, again claimed that the course of 
thu government was unconstitutional. 

The motion to proceed to the orders of 
the day was carried. 

TUB LAND ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second read- 
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House adjourned till 11 a. 
urdny. 

NOTIOH OK MOTION. 
Hon. Mr. Davio will ask leave to intro- 
duce "An Act to amend certain statutes." 
Mr. Heaven will move the following : 
Whereas the honorable attorney-gen- 
era) and premier has informed the house 
that it is his intention to have live minis- 
ters in his cabinet, and, whereas, the gov- 
ernment as announced by the premier 
consists only of three members, Resolved 
that, a respectful address be presented to 
his honor the lieutenant -govel nor, inform- 
ing li ill] that the house most respectfully 
declines to transact anything but formal 
or ordinary and unopposed business until 
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ing of the Land Act Amendment Bill, • tne cabinet is fully formed and announced 
1884. Ho explained that considerable 
quantities of timber lands had been taken 
up in thu past for speculative purposes, 
and as the timber of thu province was 
likely to become very valuable in the 
future, it was considered that some 
restriction should be placed on the pur- 
chase. The liberal provisions of tho 
pre-emption act had been abused for 
tho purposes of acquiring timber and the 
bill would contain provisions restricting 
the uso of timber cut on pre-empted lands 
to domestic or farm purposes. He would 
be glad to accept any suggestions which 
the houso thought lit to make. 

Mr. Grant said tho principle of tho bill J 9 mi } KC 
was unjust and unfair. If this bill be- 
came law every owner of timber lands in 
tho province would bo made from ten to 
fifteen dollars per acre richer. There were 
many persons in the province who held 
largu quantities of timber lands which 
would immediately become very valuable 
so soon as this act was passed. In his 
opinion the only fair ivay to deal with the 
timber lands was to continue thu price as 
at present, and if deemed necessary, a 
good round tax could be imposed upon all 
timber lands. This would bear equally 
upon all owners of timber. A most ex- 
traordinary feature of the bill was that a 
pre-emptor would be compelled to slash 
down his timber and burn it rather than 
soil it, which ho was prevented doing 
under the bill. Ho hoped the govern- 
ment would withdraw the bill. 

Mr. Higgius heartily supported the 
bill, though there was a clause or two in 
it which might ho improved. It would 
have the eil'ect of keeping our timber 
lands out of the hands of foreign specu- 
lators, and would enable the province to 
derive a revenue from them. 

Mr. Bole not only considered it, his 
dutytooppoHo the government when they 
did wrong but to give them credit when 
they did right. (Hear.) He considered 
tho bill aimed a blow at speculators who 
squat on our timber lands and wait till a 
favorable turn of events in the province 
will increase them in value. No measure 
could bo passed by the house which would 
not affect some one, and if any woro t o be 
benefitted by this bill it, would hu the 
mill-owners of tho province, who employ 
largo numbers of men, and are certainly 
the host entitled to it. He most heartily 
supported tho bill, as he had seen tho 
evil ofl'ects of tho present regulations. 

Mr. Croft said if the, timber lands were 
increased $15 per acre in value, as the 
member for Cassiar had described, the 
wild land and rfial estate tax on this pro- 
property would ho proportionately in- 
creased. Ho pointed out how the present 
regulations wero unfair to mill owners, 
and would give his hearty support to the 
bill. 

Mr. Orr said some provision should bo 
made for the cutting of timber for piles 
and railway ties which was a class of tim- 
hor as valuable as that cut for milling pur- 
poses. Tho only fair way of dealing with 
tho question was to put a tariff on all tim- 
ber cut at tho mills. 

Mr. Heaven said tho act would practi- 
cally withdraw tho crown lands from sale, 
and by that moans increase in value those 
already alienated. Timber lands a few 
years ago wero sold at £1 per aero, hut 
woro afterwards increased to $2.60 which 
gavo persons holding timber lands $1.50 
to speculate on. This act would have the 
sainu ulloct to a greater extent. 

Col. Baker said some definition should 
bo made of what would constitute timber 
lands. There should ho a minimum for tho 
quantity of timber on an acre of land 
which would entitle that land to bo dealt 
with us timber land. 

Hon. Air. Davio said if tho suggestions 
of the bill wero bad those of the opposition 
wore worse. 

Tho bill passed tho second reading by 
a vote of 16 to 7, and was submitted to 
committee of the whole, Mr. Ladncr ?.n 
the chair. 

After considerable discussion, and whun 
all but one clauso had boon passed, com
